SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick entitled Faust Fucker Pussy Poker Vol. 6 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video slick is classified as an objectionable publication because of the sustained 
and explicit depictions of the sexual practice known as fisting that are strongly 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning. 

The video slick places a constant focus on women inserting their hands into the vagina 
or anus, or both, of other women. Such presentations of the women's sexual practices 
are intended to be sexually titillating, and reduce women to objects of sexual curiosity. 
Such an objectification of women reduces them to distinct body parts. Given the high 
number of images which objectify women and its advertising format, the video slick is 
considered to both present sexual conduct of a degrading and dehumanising nature, 
and degrade and dehumanise women, to a significant extent and high degree. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the video 
slick. The Classification Office is of the opinion that the classification of the video slick 
is a justifiable limit on the freedom of expression that is prescribed by law, due to the 
strong degrading and dehumanising elements the publication presents. It is the 
presence of these elements that make the availability of the publication likely to be 
injurious to the public good. 
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
